UNEARTH EGYPTIAN TEMPLE

Expedition From U. of P. Discovers
Vast Structure at Memphis,

The discovery of a great temple at
Momphin, Egypt, purt of a huge clty
which may prove to have been the great-
est In anclent Egypt, and hailed ns the
most important *‘find” of archaeoclogists
In that natlon, has been announced by
the University of Pennaylvanin. The
temple was unsarthed and cleared of the
brown mud of the Nile by the Ecklay B,
Cox, Jr., expedition, which la under the
leadership of Doctor Fisher, curator of
the Egyptian section of the Unltersity
Museum. For ages the great clty haas
been concealed from man by the blown
sand of the desert and the mud of the
Nile.

After haphazard digging, the members
of the expedition came across two glant
volumna. These were taken as a gulde,
and 100 diggers wera pul to work exca-
vating. First, an Immenss hall of eol-
nmns was exposed, and later the archneol-
ogimas unearthed o sort 'of bangueting
ball. There are avidences of groat
grandeur and former mugnificence. It (9
the belief of the members of the expedi-
tlon that this building (s the great
palade fampun in history. The chief pur-
pose of the expedition was to locate this
templa. But an Inscription on the wall
indicates that 1t might have been a
temple of Bethos, or Betl 1.
